S.R.O. 199, dated 30th May 1960. — ^Whereas the Commandant, Kumaon 
Regimental Centre, acting in the administration of the Fund mentioned above 
and as the person who proposes to apply the Fund in tru.st for charitable objects 
has applied for vesting the Fund mentioned in the Schedule T hereto in the 
Treasurer of Chai'i able Endowments for India and for the settlement of a Scheme 
for the administration of the said Fund. 

It is hereby notified ihat the Central Government in exercise of the powers 
eonferred by .sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (VI of 
1890) , and upon the application as aforesaid and with the concurrence of the said 
Commandant, Kumaon Regimental Centre, doth hereby order and direct that the 
a.ssets set out in Schedule T hereto shall a.s from the publication of this notifica- 
tion vest and be henceforth vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for 
India to bo held b/ him and his successors in office (subject to the provisions of 
the said Act and the rules ihat may be framed from time to time thereunder by 
the Central Government) upon tru-st to hold the said assets and the income thereof 
in accordance with the trusts and terms set out in the Scheme set forth. 

And 11 is hereby further notified that the Scheme set forth below has 
under sub-section (1) of the said .section 5 been settled for the administration of 
the said endowments and under sub-section (3) of the said section 5, it is hereby 
further ordered that it shall come into force from the 19th April 1960.

RICKSHAW BYELAWS 

S.R.O. 200, dated 27th May 1960. — The following amendments in the Byelaws 
for Regulation and Control of Rickshaws plying for hire and the grant of jfcences 
to proprietors or drivers of such rickshaw.s in the Bareillv Cantonment, published 
with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence 
No. S.R.O. 89 dated the 22nd January 1955, made by the Cantonment Board. 
Bareilly, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (25), (26) and (27) of 
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section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924), are published 
for general information the same having been previously published and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 234 of the said Act, namely; — jt 

1, In the said bye-laws, after bye-law 3, the following shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“3(A) Any rickshaw which is not licenced W licencing Officer, if found on 
any public place may be seized by the Licencing Officer, Licencing Inspector or any 
other employee of the Cantonment Board authorised in this behalf by the Licencing 
Officer and detained at the Cantonment Board Stores or at any other place set apart 
for the purpose till the licence fee is paid or a suitable surety is furnished”,
